Candidum,  Testaceum  and  Muscari  are  dormant  in  July — please  place  your 
orders  early. 

Lilies  do  not  like 
to  lie  out  of  the  ground  longer  than  positively  necessary,  so  please  place  your 
orders  early  and  I  will  ship  them  direct  from  my  fields.
